In the great work of Evan- 
gelizing the world, the church

Abroad, Greeting: | 
We are now planning to| 
make an evangelistic trip up| 
the Mississippiriver. Some- 
time ago we purchased a 
small boat to use in carrying 
the gospel to these seaport 
towns, many of which never 
heard a gospel sermon. We 
now find that our little ship 
is too small for us and our 
workers and our tents. We 
are going to cut it in-two in 
the middle and make it 
twelve feet longer. This 
will give us three state rooms 
and room to cook and eat. 
We now have a trip before 
us of 800 miles out in the 
gulf of Mexico which is very 
dangerous waters. By put- 
ting this addition to our boat 
it will make it forty-two feet 
long and will stand the great 
waves. Now we need some 
finance to complete the work 
We, therefore, ask all our 
dear brethren to pray that 
the Lord will supply the 
means to do this wotk. And 
if our brethren feel we are 
worthy and you can give us 
a lift we sure will thank you 
and the Lord. If you make 
an offering you can send it to 
dear brother Tomlinson 2525 
Gaut St. Cleveland Tenn., 
or direct to me at Ft. Myers 
Fla. where we will remain 
while the ship carpenters do 
the work. It will cost some- 
thing near $400. About $200. 
have been given in work and 
lumber. The work is now 
going on and will be off the 
moor in about four weeks. 
Pray that the means may 
come in so we can get an 
early start around the coast 
to this neglected field. If 
four-hundred of my brethren 
would donate 50c each it 
wouid meet the rest of the 
expense and you would have 
an interest in the souls that 
may be saved. Pray for us. 
We are trying to reach all 
the souls wecan. We are 
expecting to take with us 
several young people that 
want to get out into the work. 
May the Lord bless the 
work wonderfully this year.
